My dear Mr. Dulles: 


Usually we think of prejudice in terms of discrimination against 
minority groups. In actual practice, however, prejudice takes 
many forms. Perhaps the most tragic type is that which is in- 
wardly directed, causing an individual to choose social isolation 
rather than face some unpleasant fact and take steps to correct it. 

This is the problem created for themselves by millions of 
Americans -- people with hearing impairments -- who refuse to 
accept the medical and mechanical assistance that can restore 
them to normal social communication. Whether the reason is a 
refusal to admit to themselves the fact of hearing loss or a mis- 
taken belief that the use of a hearing aid stamps one as "peculiar," 
the result can often be devestating, emotionally as well as finan- 
cially. 

As president of the hearing aid manufacturers association, formed 
to improve services and the social climate for the hard of hearing, 
I am appealing to you to join with us in solving this problem. On 
Tuesday, February 17, the Hearing Aid Industry Conference will 
sponsor the first joint symposium of all groups working on behalf 
Of people with hearing impairments. Other invited organizations 
are the Society of Hearing Aid Audiologists, the American Speech 
and Hearing Association and the American Hearing Society. 


The purpose is to exchange information and insight on this and re- 
lated problems so we can better serve people who suffer hearing 
losses.
